Reduce School Interest Costs 

The prosp«s6*-f>f a $225,000 saving in bond 
interest costs calls favorable attention to the Gran¬ 
ite City school board and the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Education Committee, which had recom¬ 
mended fast bond retirement to the board. 

A further $39S,000 saving would have been 
possible by levying a combination of bond and edu¬ 
cation taxes amounting to a 40-cent rate increase, 
applying moat of it to the bond# until new school 
buildings are ready for occupancy.

Bridge Revenue Criiie Spotlights 
Sale Price, Handling Of Bonds 

The McKinley Bridge financial dilemma re¬ 
calls the original concern in 1958 over the S22.- 
970,000 price tag. although in fairness it must be 
noted that the sale agreement included substantial 
yearly track rental payment# by the seller. 

Venice city officials are close to the situation 
and already are considering several possible solu¬ 
tions to the bond refinancing veto announced by 
the Illinois Terminal Railroad, previous bridge 
owner and current majority holder of the city s 
secondary bond issue. 

But possible answers that come to mind are 
increased toll income, through enforcement of com¬ 
muter ticket expiration dates, and competitive 
rather than negotiated handling of the proposed 
new bridge bonds. St. Louis bonding houses were 
unhappy with the initial private sale; perhaps their 
viewpoint was taken into account when the new 
bond plan was considered last week. 

Basic problem appears to be that the entire 
purchase program was geared to rapid increases in 
bridge traffic once it was remodeled and linked to 
Missouri expressways. Vehicular crossings have 
risen, but routing of principal through-traffic 
arteries over other bridges has been more of a 
factor than expected, jeopardizing profit* for the 
city treasury, funds for separating auto and train 
traffic at the Broadway crossing, and even the 
I bond payments themselves. 

■ The Chain of Rocks Bridge proved to be a 

■‘goose that lays golfJen eggs" for the city of Madi- 
i son primarily because of the low initial cost. With 
inflation and the competition of federal highway 
money, such a municipal goldmine may never be 
duplicated — by Madison, Venice or any other 
I city.

News reports of a new 44-characler alphabet 
j make one wonder which “character" is responsible 
for the supposed simplification. The name of the 
British educator originating it was not given.

I who will study the new alphabet as they start learn-

thing but simple, since they cannot help but come 
i into frequent contact with the “obsolete" spelling 
I in genera] use. 

The new method utilizes basic sounds rather 
than letters in seeking to reduce the 2000 vowel 
and consonant combinations currently used to spell 
the 44 sounds. Apple becomes “appl” and fairy 
tales begin, “Wuns upon a tiem . . .“ 

Youngsters using all present letters except 
“q“ and "x" plus 20 new characters, many of them 
a combination of two letters, are said to get greater 
enjoyment and to show faster reading progress. 
But the task of re-educating everyone else would 
be nothing short of monumental.
